D ilatory and O bstructive M otions will be 
D eclared O ut o f O rder. 
Washing! n, December 23d. — The cloture 
resolution, i 
-led by Aldrich to-day in the 
Senate, prOY._es that when a question shall be 
considered for a reasonable time it will be in 
order for any Senator to dew and that debate 
thereon be closed. 
On such demand no debate will be in order, 
and pending such a demand no other motion, 
except one to adjourn, shall be made. 
It such a demand be seconded by a majority 
of tho Senate present, the question shall forth­ 
with be taken thereon without debate. If the 
Senator desites to close debate on any measure 
it .hall take precedence oi all.other,business ana 
tho question shall be on all pending amend­ 
ments upon the measure in its successive stages 
ecconling to the rules of the Senate, but he 
shall be permitted to speak upou the measure, 
including ail amendments, not more than once, 
and not exceeding thirty minutes 
If the Senate shall have decided to close the 
debate, as herein provided, no motion shall be 
in order but a motion to adjourn or to take a 
reeve,, when such motion be seconded by a 
majority of the Senate. When either of such 
motions are lost or failed on the second, it shall 
not be in order to renew the same until one 
Senator shall have spoken upou the pending 
mi usure, or one vote upon the same shall have 
intervened. PeDding proceedings under this 
role, no proceedings in respect to a quorum 
shall be In order until it shall have appeared 
up;n p division or on taking the yea and nay 
rote that a quorum Is not present aud voting. 
All questions of order shall be decided with­ 
out debate and pending proceedings under the 
rule, and no obstructive or dilatory motions of 
any kiad will be in order. 
Aldrieh presented a resolution to apply to the 
above rule, pending the elections bill, it is not 
probable that any action will be taken on the 
rula before next week. 
The programme of the Republicans is believed 
to be in this line: At a convenient time the rule 
is to be oalled up, when tho Republican major­ 
ity is at hand. 
When the Democratic Senuiors 
attempt to attack with the intention of talking 
it to death, or until the first of March, the pre­ 
siding cflicer will rule debate not in order 
Taking the stand on the broad ground of 
ganeral parliamentary law, that motion to close 
debate would in itself bn defeated by debate, 
which must, therefore, be out oi order, as was 
ruled in the British Parliament wneu the cele 
brated cloture rule was adopted against the 
vigorous opposition of the Irish members. 
What follows no one can say, but it the rule 
carries the elections bill will’ come very near 
tho statute books.

He is 
the leading prohibitionist representative Meth­ 
od» layman. Who knows what hatred of the 
tem pranee cause may be back of all this'.’ 
What blow aimed at the organized movement 
agninri the liquor traffic?"

HENRY B. BROW N. 


Som ething of th e Life of th e New Suprem e 
Ju stices. 
Detro it, December 23d.— Judge Henry B. 
Brown, of this city, who has been appointed 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, was born in Massachusetts, and 
graduated from Yale in , 856. Alt, r extensive 
travels he began the study of law and in 1859 
came to Detroit and practiced froru 1851 to 1S6S. 
He was then Assistant United Statea District 
Attorney for the Eastern District of Michigan. 
In 1868 Governor Crat o made him Judge of the 
Wayne Circuit Court. In 1 75 President Grant 
appointed him United States Judge of the East­ 
ern District of Michigan. 
His appointment to the Supreme Bench was 
received in this city with much pleasure. 


D isposing of Sm uggled C hinam en. 
W ash in g to n, December 23d —Secretary Win- 
dom and Assistant Secretary Spaulding are con­ 
sidering the construction of the clause in the 
C hit '.se Exclusion Act which authorizes China- 
meu'Nuud to be unlawfully in the United 
States to be returned to the country whence 
they cams.

PA R N ELL’S D EFEA T. 


H ennessy E lected by a L arge M ajority— 
D avitt’s A ttack. 
K il k e n n y, December 23d.—The official re­ 
sult of tho election yesterday to fill the vacancy 
iu the House of Commons shows that Hennessy, 
the nominee ol the anti-Pamellites. was elected. 
Henoessy's majority was 1,146. There was lit­ 
tle or no excitement here this morning. Messrs. 
Parnell, Harrington, Redmond, Scully, Hen­ 
nessy and Healy were at the Court house at an 
early hoar awaiting the official announcement 
of the result. 
STILL PERSISTENT. 
K il k e n n y . December23d.—Immediately ailer 
the Sheriff officially announced the result of the 
polling the Parnellites present moved in a body 
to the front of the Court-house, and then, with 
a cheer, hoisted Parnell on their shoulders. Par­ 
nell was on the point of making a speech when 
Timothy and Maurice Healy appeared. 
Trouble immediately ensued. Finally Par­ 
nell, in order to prevent what seemed to be a 
disgraceful row, asked the police to induce the 
Heaiys to withdraw. The police promptly acted 
upon P aoell's suggestion and the Heaiys were 
prevailed upon to depart. 
Parnell resumed his speech, saying he would 
not be turned aside from his determination to 
do his duty to Ireland 
Seeing that the result 
of the contest in North Kilkeunv was brought 
about by conspiracy Parnell added that he 
would go through Ireland fighting every elec­ 
tion, and felt confident of eventual triumph. 
Scully will lodge a petition protesting against 
the election of Hennessy on tha ground of un­ 
due influence upon the part of priests. Over 
200 vote* are challenged by the Parnellites. 
JilCHAEL DAVITT'S ONSLAUGHT. 
London, December 23d. — Michael Davitt’s 
netvst a per, the Labor World, to-day renews the 
onslaught upon Parnell. 
The Latrjr World says: "Parnell is a greater 
danger to Ireland than any outside enemy. No 
foreign force has ever so endangered Ireland's 
liberty and honor as this new pretender—this 
unmitigated trickster aud unscrupulous enemv 
of liberty and democracy, who attacks Ireland’s 
honor in its most vital part, and who betrayed 
the trust of honor committed to his care." 
The Labor World continuing, says: 
“Parnell should trot be permitted to hold the 
power which he has abused, and which would 
render Ireland's condition under her dictator 
worse than that ol a South American Repub­ 
lic.” 
STILL MAKING SPBECHES. 
Dublin, December 23d.—Friendly demonstra­ 
tions were made at most of the places at which 
Parnell stopped on the journey from Kilkenny 
to this citv. He made several brief addresses 
in which he declared that the fight was not an 
equal one, but the fall of the first fence need 
not cause despair. 
At the meeting of the National Committee to­ 
day Wm. Murphy said Parnell had disregarded 
Ireland’s voice, and it would be necessary to 
stop him In his mad career by every legitimate 
means. The committee was directed to start a 
daily mortfing newspaper, which will be edited 
by Wm.

Atter he had spoken for a tew moments, Aid- 
rich asked him to yield the floor,and then gave 
notice of intention to move an apieudment to the 
rules providing during the present session 
lor the closing of debate on any bill under 
consideration. Proposed amendment having 
been read, Aldrich asked that it be printed and 
laid over. He was of the opinion that it should 
go to the Committee ol Rules, and after some 
discussion, entered a motion to that effect, but 
did not press it. 
The resolution was laid on the table, and Mc­ 
Pherson resumed his speech. 
Sherman, from the Committee on Finance, re 
ported a bill to provide against the contraction 
of currency, and it was read twice and placed 
on the calendar. 
This 
Finance Committee 
measure 
was 
Emended in two important particulars at this 
morning’s meeting. The first was the exclusion 
of Section 4 of tue bill providing that when 
tne national bank circulation falls below 8150,­ 
000,100 the deficiency shall be supplied by the 
issue of treasury notes, eased on silver bullion 
(Urchases, if silver can be pvuchased, or, If not, 
iy direct issue of notes. 
The second amendment was the insertion in 
the place of the section stricken out ot tbe fol­ 
lowing: “That the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to issue in the sum or sums 
not exceeding the aggregate 8290,000,00), cou­ 
pon and registered bonds of the United States, 
in such form as he may prescribe, aud of the 
denominations of 850, or some multiple of that 
sum, redeemable in lawful money, at the pleas­ 
ure oi tbe United States, on aud after July 1, 
1891, aud bearing interest semi-annually at 2 
per cent, per annum, and he is authorized to 
sell or dispose of any bonds under this Act at 
not less than the par value for any lawful 
money of the United States, or for gold or silver 
certificates, and to apply tbe proceeds thereof to 
the redemption of or purchase of any bonds of 
the United States, ana the bonds hereby author­ 
ized and the proceeds thereof shall be used for 
no other purpose whatever. The sum neces­ 
sary to pay the expease of issuing and dispos 
ing of said bonds is hereby appropriated out of 
any sums of money in the treasury not otüer- 
wise appropriated." 
The Senate soon went into Execntive session 
and then adjourned.

PRO TECTIN G OUR FR U IT TREES. 


Som e In fected P e a ch T rees F ro m th e

had been shipped from New York to San Jose, 
which were intected with the peach borro. 
Alexander Craw, executive officer of the Board, 
went down to San Jose to investigate, and find­ 
ing the information correct, bad the 
trees 
treated with a strong insecticide, which will 
completely destroy the pest. 
B. W. Belong, Secretary- of the Board, went 
down to Pasadena recently on a similar errand. 
He says he found three car loads of trees which 
were tent to Pasadena from Georgia ail badly 
Infected with a disease that is incurable, so the 
trees have been placed in quarantine and will 
be returned to the shipper. Both these dis­ 
eases are contagious, aud if they onee get a 
foothold in California it will be extremely hard 
to dislodge them.

A MARE'S NEST. 
The solitary and lonesome opponent of 
ballot reform has discovered a mare’s nest, 
which, in its biased opinion, settles the 
fate of the reform in California. 
This 
singularly illogical exponent of a losing 
cause, solemnly declares that if, after the 
Sute official designated to perform that 
duty has read the final proof of the bal­ 
lot sheet, some printer, bribed by the 
bosses and prompted by the devil, should 
surreptitiously change a name in the type 
form, ór modify the title of an office, or 
extract a line from the forms, the entire 
edition of ballots might go out with a 
serious flaw in them, which would play 
havoc with the rights of candidates, and 
possibly unloose the tent hooks of humanity. 
Certainly such a fraud would be a re­ 
mote possibility—but it could not occur 
without connivance on the part of the 
official charged with the duty of prepar­ 
ing the ballots—the Secretary of State, or 
, the County Clerk, as the case may be. 
These officers must be assumed to be 
asses, if we are to presume that they 
would send out ballots not compared with 
the official record. Moreover, all such 
ballots are printed from stereotype plates, 
which are kept by the officials named, and 
are not susceptible to the changes referred 
to. 
No one, except the journal referred to, 
would have the effrontery to oppose a 
beneficial movement because of the possi­ 
bility that some grand rascal might break 
a cog in the wheels of its machinery. Pre­ 
cisely the same objection advanced by the 
journal referred to could be raised against 
printing the laws, the official reports, or 
the engrossing of bills, the issuance of 
patents, warrants, etc. Unless the San 
Francisco Chronicle wishes to make itself a 
laughing stock, it will cease to comb the 
subject of ballot reform for such silly, un­ 
substantial and ludicrous objections as 
that we have referred to. 
Another objection which the journal in­ 
dicated renews is that under the reform 
system the voter may have to examine a list 
of 200 or even 300 names to pick out those 
for whom he would vote, and that such a 
process will be perplexing, and may lead 
to the will of the voter remaining unex­ 
pressed in a great many cases. Our con­ 
temporary, it would appear, is purposely 
blind to a fact of which it has been re­ 
peatedly informed, to w it: that the most 
approved modification of the Australian 
system provides for printing the party 
tickets in parallel columns upon the offi­ 
cial ballot, with the titles, vignettes and 
party designations. No voter can possibly 
mistake these tickets, plainly presented 
side by side, with the political character 
of each candidate indicated in addition in 
a space immediately preceding his name. 
In fact, this system is far more convenient 
for the voter than that under which he 
may have to handle a half dozen tickets 
on a half dozen separate sheets of paper 
as is the case with the California system. 


T h e decision of a Federal Court that 
Chinese illegally entering the United 
States from other countries than China, 
cannot be returned to the latter, is sound 
reason. It is to the lay mind clear that 
the duty of American officials is to re­ 
turn the trespasser to the border of the 
country from which he last came, and to 
see that he passes over the line. This de­ 
cision will make more onerous the duties 
of the guards upon the British and the 
Mexican borders—but then, for what are 
they salaried ? 
Is applying the principle of adjustment 
of the tariff sentimentalism cannot play 
any important part without destroying the 
principle. For there is no sentiment in 
trade. It is not a question with what na­ 
tion we shall trade upon a reciprocal basis, 
but with whom can we trade to the best 
advantage. No country sells to any ex­ 
cept her best customer.

A C itizen feuggests th a t Sacram en to P e o ­ 
p le Send E xh ib its T h ereto. 
E ds. R ec o r d -U x io s : At the present time 
a great deal of attention is being tam ed to 
this country, and especially this part of the 
State, throughout the East on account of 
the wide celebrity which our shioments of 
fruit have gained during the last few yearsi 
and especially daring the past season. 
There is a vast tide of immigration on the 
other side of the mountains ready to pour 
in upon us when once the people are prop­ 
erly informed regarding our resources. 
Sacramento county is especially well 
situated as a fruit shipping center, and has 
been fonnd to be especially well adapted to 
the growing of all kinds of fruits—oranges 
and lemons, as well as the deciduous va­ 
rieties. 
The object of this communication is to 
call the attention of the fruit-growers of 
Sacramento county to the importance of 
making an exhibit of their products, so far 
as it is now practicable, at the Citrus Fair 
to be held at Marysville in January. 
From personal experience, I can say that 
no better means can be devised to advertise 
the resources of the country than these Cit 
rus Fairs afford. 
Many of the orange trees in Sacramento 
county are still fairly laden with golden 
fruit, and a very credi'able display coaid be 
made; although a much better one could 
have been secured earlier in the season. A 
large part of the crop hai been sold and 
shipped oat of the country, but still enough 
remain on the trees to show what can be 
done. 
Some of our growers at Florin have made 
a specialty of lemon culture, and they 
should show tbe people who will gather at 
Marysville te x t month what can be done 
in that line 
At 
Orangevale 
some 
extraordinary 
growths have been made in orange trees 
during the last two years, the land being 
apparently especially adapted thereto, I t 
some of 'besé fresS Could rbe taken up and 
exhibited it would opeu the eyes of our 
Easterr friends. In Sacramento city some 
very fine oranges could be exhibited, while 
our Japanese persimmons are the wonder 
of all who behold them. 
By all means let our citizens who have 
exhibits Which they can make correspond 
direct with the Secretary of the Marysville 
Citrus Fair, and secure space while it can 
ba furnished, and let us see that Sacra­ 
mento conniy is properly represented.
